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The  demand  for  books  of  high  interest  and  low  vocabulary  for 
teenage  readers  continues  unabated  both  from  teachers,  librarians,  and 
other  adults  working  with  young  people  and  from  the  young  people  them- 
selves. This  list,  compiled  from  the  holdings  of  the  Young  Adult  Depart- 
ment of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  is  an  attempt  to  meet  that  demand  and 
to  introduce  young  people  to  pleasurable  reading  experiences.  The  widely- 
used  Fry  readability  formula  and  graph  as  presented  by  Patricia  Lawson  in 
her  article  "In  search  of  HILRL"  (Wilson  Library  Bulletin,  April  1973, 
pp.  691-695)  was  used  to  help  ascertain  the  reading  level  of  each  title. 

The  titles  under  each  main  heading  have  been  grouped  into  three  levels 
of  difficulty.  A triangle  designates  books  on  a third  and  fourth  grade 
reading  level,  a square  designates  books  on  a fifth  and  sixth  grade  reading 
level,  and  a circle  designates  books  on  a seventh  and  eighth  grade  reading 
level.  For  titles  used  in  the  cartoon  illustrations,  the  readability 
designation  is  given  directly  under  the  title.
